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Applicant's arguments filed September 29, 2006 has been fully considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicant's proposed amendments will not be entered because hey 
would require further search and/or consideration. The amendment would require an 
outermost electrically conductive layer overlying said coating of ant-contaminant 
material, which has not been previously considered. Furthermore, the amendment will 
not be entered because it is not deemed to place the application in better form for 
appeal by materially reducing and/or simplifying the issues on appeal. 

Applicant argues Gonczy does not disclose the use of the multilayer insulation 
blanket taught therein to provide thermal protection for a portion of a spacecraft. The 
examiner agrees but notes the reference was never relied upon for such a teaching. 
Rather, McGivern was relied upon to teach that insulating blankets that are useful for 
cryogenic structures, such as the blanket taught in Gonczy, are also useful as insulating 
blankets for spacecraft. In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant further argues neither Gonczy nor McGivern teaches the inclusion of 
an anti-contaminant material or a photocatalyst material on the outer layer of the 
multilayer insulation blanket. The examiner agrees but notes Gonczy was never relied 
upon for such a teaching. Rather, Sanyo was relied upon to provide motivation for 
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applying a photocatalyst to the outer layer of a thermally reflective material. In response 
to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicant 
argues the claims are distinguished from Sanyo by the proposed amendment. 
However, said argument is moot because the amendment has not been entered for the 
reasons noted above.
